Notions of Race Still Evolving 


Picking Another Race 


Many skipped labels 
on census forms, 
wrote in own terms 

Washington 

When the 2010 census asked peo- 
ple to classify themselves by race, 
more than 21.7 million — at least 
one in 14 — went beyond the stan- 
dard labels and wrote in such terms 
as “Arab,” “Haitian,” “Mexican” 
and “multiracial.” 

The unpublished data, the 
broadest tally to date of such write- 
in responses, are a sign of a diversi- 
fying America that’s wrestling with 
changing notions of race. 

The figures show most of the 
write-in respondents are multi- 
racial Americans or Hispanics, 
many of whom don’t believe they 
fit within the four government- 
defined categories of race: white, 
black, Asian/Pacific Islander or 
American Indian/Alaska Native. 
Because Hispanic is defined as 
an ethnicity and not a race, about 
18 million Latinos used the “some 
other race” category to establish a 
Hispanic racial identity.

“I have my Mexican experience, 
my white experience, but I also have 
a third identity, if you will, that tran- 
scends the two, a mixed experience,” 
said Thomas Lopez, 39, a write-in 
respondent from Los Angeles. “For 
some multiracial Americans, it is 
not simply being two things, but an 
understanding and appreciation of 
what it means to be mixed.” 

The 21.7 million people who 
wrote in race responses is a base- 
line number. Not included are peo- 
ple who wrote in answers such as 
“American,” “human being,” or 
“person,” which were excluded from 
the tally as race-neutral terms. 

Roderick Harrison, a Howard 
University sociologist and former 
chief of racial statistics at the Cen- 
sus Bureau, predicted a wider range 
of responses over the next 50 years 
as interracial marriage becomes 
increasingly common. Still, he said 
racial categories will continue to 
be relevant so long as racial gaps 
persist in educational attainment, 
income, jobs and housing. “These 
histories of exclusion, discrimina- 
tion and racism are central to the 
identities of several minority pop- 
ulations,” he said, hope yen (ap)

Police: Disturbing 
photos show 23 kids 
gagged, blindfolded 

Los Angeles 

A veteran elementary school teach- 
er was arrested on child molesta- 
tion charges after a film proces- 
sor gave police photos showing 
blindfolded children with their 
mouths taped and cockroaches 
on their faces, authorities said 
Tuesday. 

Mark Berndt, 61, was arrest- 
ed Monday at his Torrance home 
and remained jailed on $2.3 mil- 
lion bail, according to a Los Ange- 


les County Sheriffs Department 
statement. The charges involve 23 
boys and girls ages 6 to 10 between 
2008 and 2010. 

Berndt worked for more than 
30 years at Miramonte Elementary 
School in an unin- 
corporated area of 
South Los Angeles 
before being fired 
as a result of the 
investigation. 

The investiga- 
Berndt tion started when 

the film processor 

gave authorities about 40 photo- 
graphs depicting blindfolded chil- 
dren in a classroom with their 
mouths taped shut.

Some of the photos showed 
Berndt with his arm around chil- 
dren or with his hand over their 
mouths. Other pictures depict- 
ed girls with what appears to be 
a spoon up to their mouths as if 
they were going to ingest a whit- 


ish liquid. Sheriffs Lt. Carlos Mar- 
quez of the Special Victims Bureau 
said it was determined that the 
children were given semen on a 
spoon or on a cookie. A blue plas- 
tic spoon and container found in 
trash in Berndt’s classroom test- 
ed positive for semen, the sher- 
iffs statement said. 

Some of the children’s mouths 
and faces had large, live Mada- 
gascar-type cockroaches on them, 
according to the statement. 

Searches of the classroom and 
Berndt’s home turned up about 390 
photographs depicting children, 
and at least 10 youngsters in them 
have not yet been identified, Mar- 
quez said.

Regime forces wrest 
control of suburbs as 
officials mull options 

Beirut 

Syrian troops crushed pockets of 
rebel soldiers Tuesday on the out- 
skirts of Damascus and the U.N. 
Security Council took up a draft 
resolution demanding that Pres- 
ident Bashar Assad halt the vio- 
lence and yield power. 

However, Russia, one of Assad’s 
strongest backers, has signaled it 
would veto any U.N. action against 
Damascus. The Arab League called 
on the council to demand an imme- 
diate cease-fire in Syria. 

The diplomatic showdown came 
as Syrian government forces took 


back control of the eastern suburbs 
of the capital, Damascus, after rebel 
soldiers briefly captured the area in 
a startling advance last week. 

The fact that rebels made it to 
the doorstep of Damascus, the seat 
of Assad’s power, was a dangerous 
development for the regime. The 
military launched a swift offensive 
Monday and on Tuesday crushed 


the remaining resistance in Zamal- 
ka and Arbeen. 

But the suburbs were not entire- 
ly quiet. On a government-spon- 
sored media trip, Syrian journal- 
ists heard at least seven explosions 
Tuesday from the eastern suburb 
of Rankous. It was not clear what 
caused the blasts. 

Violence also was reported in 


the Baba Amr neighborhood of 
Homs in central Syria, a hotbed of 
opposition to the regime. 

The U.N. estimated several 
weeks ago that more than 5,400 
people have been killed in the Syr- 
ian government crackdown, but 
has not been able to update the fig- 
ure. The death toll from Monday’s 
offensive was around 100 people, 
making it among the bloodiest days 
since the uprising began in March, 
according to the British-based Syr- 
ian Observatory for Human Rights 
and the Local Coordination Com- 
mittees, an opposition group. 

Activists said Tuesday’s death 
toll was at least seven, although 
the LCC put the figure at up to 28. 
Syria prevents independent report- 
ing, making it difficult to confirm 
events.

Eurozone's Jobless Rate 
Hit a Record High in '11 


London 

Unemployment across the 17 coun- 
tries that use the euro ended 2011 at 
a record high, data showed Tuesday, 
a day after EU leaders acknowl- 
edged they would have to boost 
economic growth with the urgen- 
cy that they had shown in combat- 
ing national debts. 

Eurostat, the EU’s statistics 
office, said the 10.4 percent unem- 
ployment rate in December was 
unchanged at its highest level since 
the euro was launched in 1999. 

Unemployment has been steadi- 
ly rising over the past year largely 
due to the debt crisis. Unemploy- 
ment in the U.S. is at 8.5 percent. 

There are huge disparities 
across the eurozone, however, with

Conventional wisdom says Facebook 
is worth a cool $100 billion today, 
which means that if the company 
decides to offer 10 percent of its 
shares on the stock market, it 
would raise an astounding $10 billion 
from investors. 

But it’s necessary to put those 
figures into perspective. When 
Google went public in 2004, it raised 
$1.9 billion from investors and had a 
valuation of only $23 billion. Flash- 
forward eight years, and Google 
is worth $185 billion, meaning an 
investment in Google when it went 
public would have multiplied nearly 
tenfold in less than a decade. 

There are as many different 
ways to value Facebook as there 
are investment analysts. Already, 
the $100 billion valuation has been 
chipped down to $85 billion and then 
down to $75 billion, (twp) 

The $100B Debate 

The real future for Facebook is 
not in advertising, but the ability to 
leverage apps and games for revenue, 
monetizing its user base. If Facebook 
can convince Wall Street of this, it may 
be worth more than $100 billion — just 
like Google. Whatever Facebook’s 
final IPO valuation is, there will be 
consequences for other companies, 
such as Twitter, looking to go public 
soon. The Facebook IPO will become 
the new standard for other Internet 
players trying to go public before the 
IPO window slams shut, (twp)

Facebook founder Mark Zuckerberg 
turns up at business conventions in a 
hoodie. “Cocky” is the word used to 
describe him most often, after “bil- 
lionaire.” He was Time’s person of 
the year at 26. 

So when he takes Facebook pub- 
lic, why would he follow the Wall 
Street rules? 

The company is expected to file 
as early as Wednesday to sell stock 
on the open market in what will be 
the most talked-about initial public 
offering since Google in 2004, maybe 
since the go-go 1990s. 

Across the nation, investors and 
IPO watchers are anticipating a twist, 
perhaps a provision for the 800 mil- 
lion users of Facebook, which pro- 
motes itself as all about per- 
sonal connections, to get in 
on the action. 

“Pandemonium is what 
I expect in terms of demand 
for this stock,” says Scott 
Sweet of IPO Boutique, an 
advisory firm.

Facebook is a vital part of people’s 
Internet lives and the most successful 
company in the history of social media. 
Its closest competitor, Google-i-, has 
less than a tenth of the active mem- 
bership — 60 million people. 

The most successful young tech- 
nology companies have a history of 
doing things differentiy. Google’s IPO 
prospectus contained a letter from its 
founders saying the company believed 
in the motto “Don’t be evil.” 

Facebook declined to comment, 
but Reena Aggarwal, a professor at 
Georgetown University’s McDonough 
School of Business, believes Zucker- 
berg will emulate Google’s philoso- 
phy, at least in principle. 

Google founders Larry Page and 
Sergey Brin wanted an IPO acces- 
sible to all investors, and said so in 
their first regulatory filing. 
Facebook may say some- 
thing similar when it files 
to declare its plan to sell 
stock publicly. 

Facebook is expected to 
raise as much as $10 bil- 
lion, which will value the

But IPO watchers wonder whether 
there might be a provision specifically 
designed to give the littie-guy investor, 
even the Facebook user who doesn’t 
invest, a piece of the debut. 

“There is a feeling that there will 
be something unique in store for Face- 
book users,” Aggarwal says. 

Most IPOs are underpriced, and 
the stock usually shoots up the first 
day. When most companies go pub- 
lic, they let Wall Street investment 
banks handle everything, with the 
ground-floor stock price reserved for 
big institutional investors, who usu- 
ally see a big payday if they sell on 
the first day. Smaller investors buy 
on the open market, after the price 
has spiked, and pay more. 

But that probably won’t do for 
Facebook or Zuckerberg. 

Still, Zuckerberg will probably 
be careful how he plays his cards. 
He doesn’t want to anger Facebook 
users, but his primary goal is to raise

D.C. to Repeal Online Gambling 


Council backtracks 
due to problems with 
how law was passed 

Washington 

After becoming the first juris- 
diction in the nation to legalize 
online gambling within its bor- 
ders, the District of Columbia is 
poised to repeal the program before 
it launches. 

The strong backlash against 
the D.C. Council regarding the 
city’s online gambling program 
has little to do with moral opposi- 


tion to gambling. Instead, council 
members are upset with the way 
online gambling became law, say- 
ing they didn’t realize they had 
voted to approve it. 

Council member Jack Evans 
told The Associated Press on Tues- 
day that he plans to move a repeal 
bill out of his finance and revenue 
committee on Wednesday. 

Evans also said he would vote 
for the repeal bill when it goes 
before the full council, and the bill 
appears to have the support of a 
majority of council members. 

Evans, D-Ward 2, said neither

Backstory 

A Justice Department ruling in 

December clarified that intrastate 
online gambling is legal, and several 
states are considering it, but so far 
the District and Nevada are the only 
jurisdictions to approve laws or reg- 
ulations authorizing it.

enough opportunity to weigh in on 
the program before it became law.

The Day Streetcars Went Away 



On 14th Street N W, above New York Avenue, there were four sets of trolley tracks. 


50 years ago, the Last 
trolley trip meant the 
end of an era in D.C. 


Washington 

The clang of the trolley’s bell once 
was ingrained in the urban mosa- 
ic, sharper than a car horn, louder 
than the cry of boys hawking news- 
papers, distinct above the rumble 
of life in Washington. 

And then one day it was gone: 
Jan. 28, 1962 — 50 years ago. Doug 
Trainer remembers the day well. 

“I was a little guy, and my dad 
took me down,” he said. “I remem- 
ber looking at it and thinking, 
‘Gosh, that’s a funny-looking sorta 
thing.’” 

That a father would drive his 
4-year-old son in from Silver Spring 
on a windy, cold Sunday morning 
to witness the city’s final streetcar 


trip speaks to the sense that it was 
the noteworthy end of an era and 
a moment to be mourned. 

The Washington trolley system 
is fondly remembered by white 
Washingtonians born in the first 


half of the 20th century for car- 
rying them out to the Glen Echo 
Amusement Park. That potential 
joy ride carries a different memo- 
ry for black people of that age, who 
were not allowed in the park until 


1961, a year before the city’s street- 
car system shut down. 

The demise of the streetcars that 
once were a part of America’s urban 
fabric carried a colorful historical 
footnote that has become obscure 
to all but trolley buffs. 

Now the tracks are back, and 
soon the streetcars will make their 
return, too. The District has laid 
out a plan for 37 miles of streetcar 
lines across the city, a $100 million 
commitment. Tracks were installed 
on H Street during a recent over- 
haul, and the first trolley cars are 
to run down them in the summer 
of 2013. 

When streetcars make a come- 
back — the city owns three and is 
buying two more — Doug Trainer 
says he plans to ride one. 

“I’m definitely thinking of 
that, and of bringing my son, who 
is 9 years old now,” Trainer said.

looming over the NFL title game 
for days, and it doesn’t show signs 
of going away anytime soon. 

The quarterback of the home- 
town Colts has not played in more 
than a year because of a damaged 
nerve that caused weakness in his 


throwing arm. He had neck surgery 
in May, then underwent his third 
and most invasive neck surgery in 
19 months in September. Doctors 
fused two vertebrae together, a pro- 
cedure that forced him to miss the 
Colts’ 2-14 season. 

Since then. Manning hasn’t 
been able to escape the spotlight. 

There has been rampant specu- 
lation about his recovery, the poten- 
tial risks of a return, whether the 
Colts will pay Manning a $28 mil- 
lion roster bonus in early March to 
prevent him from becoming a free 
agent or whether the soon-to-be 
36 -year-old might quit playing. 

The ongoing saga has spilled 
right into the first Super Bowl week 
in Indianapolis. 

While the marquee story line was 


supposed to be Manning’s brother 
Eli vs. Brady, it’s the older Peyton 
who continues to make news. 

Shortly after about 5,000 fans 
watched more than 1,000 reporters 
spend two hours interviewing Patri- 
ots and Giants, Manning delivered 
the third part of media day with an 
impromptu appearance in front of a 
small group of reporters. His motive 
was to turn the attention away from 
him and back to Sunda 3 A’s game and 
his brother’s quest to win a second 
Super Bowl ring. 

That didn’t work too well. “I’m 
working hard, I had a really good 
session today,” Manning said after 
throwing to teammates. “I continue 
to make progress and work hard. 
The doctors are encouraged and 
that’s encouraging to me.” 

Most Colts fans, meanwhile, 
have enthusiastically backed Eli 
in hopes of sending the dreaded 
Patriots home empty-handed. And 
Eli chimed in, too. 

“Peyton has had an unbeliev- 
able career.

On “Million Dollar Man,” when she 
sings, “It isn’t that hard, boy, to like you or 
love you,” she sounds like someone who 
hasn’t learned the difference between the 
two. That’s problematic when so many 
of your twinkly, orchestral pop songs are 
about falling crazy in love. 

“Money is the reason we exist/Every- 
body knows it, it’s a fact/Kiss, kiss,” she 
awkwardly raps on “National Anthem,” 
forcing rhymes that feel haphazard. Like 
a teenage poetry reading, it’s humiliat- 
ing for all parties involved.

Attention has swaddled Lana Del Rey for the past 
few months. 

Her 15 minutes of fame began last summer 
when “Video Games” — an anemic ballad sung in a 
pouty-torchy contralto somewhere 
between Britney Spears and 
Fiona Apple — won accolades 
across the Internet. 

Since then, the 
25-year-old has become 
the most talked-about 
pop singer in the indie 
rock blogosphere, a rela- 
tively closed cultural circuit 
that presumes that all of civili- 
zation is listening. The fact that Del 
Rey had released only a few songs 
couldn’t stop a punchy, prolonged 
debate among insiders and obsessives 
about her rapid ascent, the publicity 
push behind her and her supposed 
lack of authenticity. 

When evidence of her earlier, 
less-stylish pop recordings under 
her given name, Elizabeth Grant, 
began to surface in the wake of 
Wideo Games,” the bloggerati began 
to wonder whether they had fallen 
in love with a “real” artist or a mere 
entertainer — as if making pop music 
were that kind of binary pursuit. 

If you’re in the minority of music fans 
who have been paying attention to all of this, 

Del Rey’s debut, “Born to Die,” brings disap- 
pointment and relief It’s an album of irri-

Yes, Ke$ha. 

The irreverent pop star known

new four-disc “Chimes of Freedom: 
The Songs of Bob Dylan Honoring 
50 Years of Amnesty Internation- 
al.” The project features 75 newly 
recorded Dylan songs by 80 art- 
ists, including Adele, Sting, Sugar- 
land, Elvis Costello, hip-hop artist 
K’naan and others to support the 
human rights organization. 

Ke$ha is one of the more unlike- 
ly stars to contribute to the compi- 
lation, released this week (and also 
available on Spotify). The pop star

“Tik Tok” and “Your Love Is My 
Drug” took on Dylan’s “Don’t Think 
Twice, It’s Alright.” As she found 
herself alone in her bedroom for the 
first time in months, the words of 
the song — about a person bidding 
goodbye to a lover — took on a new, 
deeply personal meaning. She real- 
ized she was saying goodbye to her 
carefree, former life. 

“This caught me at one of those 


incredibly lonely moments, and 
it really struck home. There’s a 
line, Tt’s a long and lonesome 
road, babe, where I’m bound 
I can’t tell.’ It’s tragically rel- 
evant,” Ke$ha says. 

Ke$ha isn’t the only eye- 
popping name on the com- 
pilation: Nineteen-year- old 
Miley Cyrus does a ren- 
dition of “You’re Gonna 
Make Me Lonesome When 
You Go.” Dylan waived 
the publishing rights to 
his entire catalog, and all 
of the artists, musicians and 
engineers involved did every- 
thing pro bono. 

Aerosmith guitarist Joe 
Perry, who recorded “Man 
of Peace,” describes it as “thin 
ice” to cover an artist as iconic 
as Dylan, because not only are his 
songs brilliant, but his performanc- 
es of those songs have become so 
revered themselves. “[Artists like 
Dylan] know where [the songs] live 
and breathe and where the heart- 
beat is. So covering them can be a 
touchy thing,” Perry says. 

“Chimes of Freedom” is a follow- 
up to Amnesty International’s 2007 
collection of John Lennon songs 
performed by major artists, called 
“Instant Karma,” which raised over 
$4 million for their efforts in Dar- 
fur.
